The school committee respectfully submits the following 
report to the citizens of Merrimack : 


DISTRICT ENO? I: 


The school has been under the guidance of Miss Fannie 
KH. Brown during the entire school year. 

Miss Brown is a thorough and pains-taking teacher, and 
the school made excellent progress. 

The fall term was of unusual interest owing to a number 
of scholars coming in from other districts. 

Drawing and music were taught during the year and 
with success. 


DISTRICT NO II. 


The district was happy in its selection of Mrs. Mary 
Barron for teacher. 
' She having taught the school previously, soon got her 
pupils hard at work, and the examinations from time to time 
showed a good knowledge of what they were studying, and 
as a matter of course great advancement: was made. 

The winter term was cut short a number of weeks owing 
to sickness in the district, and no examinations were held.

DISTRICT NO. I. 


Miss Fannie Darrah has charge of this school, and has 
labored hard and faithfully during the year. As the result 
of her labors, we find a bright, active school, especially 
proficient in geography and general questions. The win- 
ter term has not yet ended, but from visits made your com- 
mittee is satisfied that the school is an excellent one. 


DISTRIOT. NO. LV,:. 


The summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Annie 
M. Cummings. 

The school made fair progress in the several branches, 
_and when visited the school was found orderly and the re- 
citations good. 

The winter school is now in session, under the care of 
Miss Ida L. Heywood, who is a hard-working, faithful 
teacher. A system of map drawing was introduced by 
her which seems to be an excellent one and worthy of 
adoption by all of our teachers. 


DISTRICT NO. V. 


The summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Lizzie 
P. Marden, who labored under great disadvantage, the mul- 
tiplicity of text-books used in the school making many 
classes and taking up too much time. Fair progress was 
made in most studies. | 

The services of Miss Flora EK. Hunt were secured for 
the winter term, and this being an old school to her, she 
knew just where to commence. Her labors were crowned 
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with marked success. The pupils of this school seem will- 
ing and anxious to learn, hence a good result is obtained.

DISTRICT NO. VI. 


The summer term was kept by a former teacher, Miss 
Carrie Norton, and was a good school in every respect. 

The winter term was under the care of James T. Jones, 
an old, well-known teacher. Improvement was noticeable 
in all branches. During the year a beautiful set of Mitch- 
ell’s outline maps were put into the schools, for which we 
congratulate the district.

DISTRICT NO. IX. 


Miss Lizzie Nichols taught during the entire year, and 
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if the attendance had not been so bad the school would 
have been one of the best in town. | 

One feature of the school-room was perfect order, it was 
the quietest school in town. The scholars were deeply in- 
terested in their work and made good progress. 

This district is the best situated for perfect attendance, 
and should have been the best in town instead of the 
poorest. Parents, see to it that your children attend 
school every day if possible! 


DISTRICT NO. X. 


Was taught by Miss Hattie A. Nichols. 

This was Miss Nichols’ first school, and her success was 
excellent. She was energetic in her work and inspired 
her pupils with an interest in their studies that insured 
rapid advancement and a thorough understanding of their 
studies. 


DISTRICT NO. XI. 


During the year the school was under the care of Miss 
Lucy Bowers. This school, although small m number, - 
did a large amount of work. 

Special attention was given to drawing from nature. 
The metric system of weights and measures was studied 
and the examination of the same was commmendable to 
both teacher and pupils. 


DIST RIGT NO! A 


Miss Fannie J. A. Bullard, a former teacher of this 
school, taught the entire year. 
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This school was the largest in number inthe town. This 
is naturally a bright, active school. Miss Bullard seemed 
to strive hard to teach her school and if she had had the 
hearty co-operation and support of the united district it 
would have been the banner school of the town. 

The summer term went along harmoniously as far as 
your committee knows, and the scholars made good _pro- 
gress, but the winter term was very much disturbed toward 
the latter part and quite a number left, much to the injury 
of the school. 

The whole number of children between the ages of five 
and fifteen, on the first day of April, as returned by the 
Assessors, was one hundred and seventy-one (171), num- 
bered in the several School Districts, as follows :

The amount raised by taxation for school purposes in the 
town of Merrimack for 1879-80 was $1,540.79. 

In District No. 12 an additional sum of $20.00 was raised 
by vote of the district. Nos. 6,10 and 12 received money 
from Amherst and Bedford, they being Union districts.

Your committee and the selectmen have, during the year, 
placed 11 maps of the State of New Hampshire in the 
school-rooms of «the several districts (except in District 
No. 10), at an expense of $35.00. 

The necessity of a knowledge of the metric systei of 
weights and measures being felt stronger every day, your 
committee has urged upon the teachers and scholars the 
importance of a thorough study of it, and in some schools 
it has been taught, but not to the extent intended; there 
seems to be a reluctance upon the part of some teachers in 
taking hold of it. 

One reason is, our present Arithmetics do not treat the 
subject in the right manner, and your committee would 
recommend the introduction of a series of Arithmetics of 
later date. 

The only change in. books made during the year has 
been in the writing books. Thestyle of penmanship is the 
same, but differently arranged. 

And now | wish to make a brief statement in regard to 
Districts Nos. 10 and 11. 

In No. 10 we have but one scholar, upon whom $52.79 
has been expended the past year, and this coming year 
that scholar will be beyond school age, so that $50.00 or 
more will be used for the benefit of another town this com- 
ing year. 

In District No. 11, $127.13 has been expended upon 
three scholars, next year there will be but two scholars to 
expend a like or similar sum upon. 
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Is this economy ? certainly not, and how can we remedy 
this evil? 

Why it seems simple enough to me. Abolish this pres- 
ent district system, and adopt a Board of Education and 
the town system, get a competent Educational Board, and 
abide by their decisions. Give them the power to hire as 
well as to examine the teachers, and you will find your 
schools in a more healthy condition. 

[It is the wish of every good citizen in the town to have 
better schools, that our school money may be expended to 
the best advantage, and in an equal manner to all, and in 
no way can it be equalized to the best advantage except 
by adopting a different system. 

An eminent man, who has made the subject of education 
his life study and work, says: ‘It is earnestly hoped that 
when this vote comes to be taken, it will result in the total 
abolition of the district system. - 

Reason and fact alike condemn it as as a fruitful source 
of inconvenience and evils. 

It perpetuates poor school-houses, inefficient teacher and 
neighborhood feuds and jealousies. It prevents the equal- 
- jzation of school advantages, and stands in the way of a 
proper classification of pupils. As compared with the town 
system it is at once expensive and inefficient. 

For these and other reasons the highest authorities in 
educational economy agree in pronouncing an emphatic 
verdict against it.” 

With this I leave it with the citizens of Merrimack to 
decide whether they will continue in the old ruts or ad- 
vance to a higher and better road. 

Your Committee has made during the year about seventy 
official visits.
